O rch ard ists today predicted 
th eir o rch ard s will be in full 
bloom over th e first w eek-end 
in M ay if the p resen t w eather 
conditions prevail.

Interesting and com prehen­ 
sive story about th e history of the 
apple 
Industry 
In 
Pennsylvania, 
w ith special reference to the grow th 
of A dam s county as th e leading 
apple-producing county in the state, 
has been prepared by Dr S tew art 
W. Frost, entom ologist a t th e S tate 
College laboratory, A rendtsville. 
D octor F rost’s article follows: 
"T he history of fruit-grow ing in I 
Pennsylvania is as old as th e state 
Itself. 
W hen th e first .settlers a r­ 
rived, they found the forests and 
n a tu ra l 
clearings 
filled 
w ith 
an 
abundance of wild fruits. 
T he wild 
apples am ong these were quickly 
put under cultivation. 
These a p ­ 
ples, sm all and gnarly as they were, 
fu rn ish ed th e cider for th e early 
house-w arm ings 
and 
other 
social 
gatherings. 
"T he length of tim e to m ake the 
voyage, w ith th e lack of facilities 
for 
the 
handling 
of 
species, 
as 
plants, confined the early im p o rta­ 
tions to seeds. 
T he presence of so 
m any an d various seedling trees 
was proof th a t soil and clim ate 
were suitable. 
If left to them selves 
these n atu ra l trees would liave re­ 
produced 
them selves 
indefinitely. 
However, 
unaided 
n atu re 
Is 
not 
consonant w ith m an s idea of the 
fitness of things, and the early h o r­ 
tic u ltu rists set out. by discovery, 
selection and invention to im prove 
th e apple. 
M uch painstaking e f­ 
fo rt h as changed th e apple from th e 
cider and apple b u tte r stock of 1800 
to th e beautiful fru it of today, 
Many Old Varieties 
"Im proved surroundings w ith cul­ 
tivation and fertilizer gave seed­ 
lings w ith larger size and better 
flavor In th e fruit. 
Seeds from the 
finer fruits, w ith careful selection 
of buds an d scions by th e early ex­ 
p erts worked such a change in the 
fru it, th a t as long as a hundred 
years ago m any nam ed varieties of 
m erit had been established. 
We 
m ust wonder at, and adm ire the 
skill of th e later plan t wizards, who 
have tak en the best of th e early 
apples and given us the fine colored 
and luscious fru it of today. 
"T astes vary widely. 
W ho will 
venture to predict th a t in th e not 
very d ista n t future, the up -to -d ate 
fru it stan d will not offer fru it ‘to , 
suit every taste,’ in color and flavor. I

Before the days of m od­ 
e rn cold storage there was a reason 
foi p lan ting som e of these forgotten 
apples. 
In th e early eighties we 
knew' a very large apple tree th a t 
bore 
apples called 
“G rindstones”. 
T hese apples were laird and sandy 
to a degree, bu t lf deeply burled in 
a straw -lined pit, they could be dis­ 
in terred in April or M ay to fill a 
lo n g -felt w ant.

Holt, who has deferred offering 
himself for the oath of office until 
his thirtieth birthday, June 19, said 
after the petition was read in the 
senate:

“The period 1900 to 1910 saw a 
great reduction in producing trees. 
Partly on account of neglect or be­ 
cause of unsold fruit, but more on 
account of a plague of scale insects 
Many of the small farm orchards of 
old trees were wiped out. Pennsyl­ 
vania lost more than a third or 
nearly four million trees. The loss 
was chiefly in orchards whose pro­ 
duct was too large for home con­ 
sumption and too small for commer­ 
cial use. 
The idea which causes 
many to plant when seeds are cheap 
or when there is an over production 
had a renaissance about this time 
for there was a n outbreak of tree 
planting.
